"God bless you gentlemen," was 


his repeated salutation to about a 
dozen department heads who ap- 
peared before him. "Get your pen- 
cils sharpened. 
We have to cut 


down on expenses." 


Heil went back to 
Milwaukee 


last night with the announcement 
he will resume the budget hearings 
Dec. 1 for one day and will con- 
tinue later on Dec. 7, 8, 12, 14 and 
15. 


By the end of that time he will 


have analyzed all of the appropria- 
tion requests and will be in a po- 
sition to start drawing up the budg- 
et bill to be presented to his legis- 
lature in February.

budgetary raises for pensioners by 
means of personal letters from the 
executive office. 


Henceforth, the pensioners were 


assured, payments would be made 
on a straight $30 basis less income, 
with the result that most of them 
stood to gain about $5 a month in 
their pension checks. "Good news 
for the pensioners; handy news for 
an administration anxious to re- 
main in power. 
BUT LATER 


The state pension department 


followed a few days later with its 
own official pronouncement, which 
thoroughly alarmed county officers 
racking their collective brains for 
solutions to counties' already for 
bidding financial 
problems, and 


which gave the needy old folks 
ideas which were not borne out by 
the facts. 


A new budget policy was formu- 


lated, which was to replace all 
-previous budgets devised by the 
state for the guidance of counties 
in granting old-age pensions. 


Nowhere in the budget order 


nor at any time during the early 
official discussion of it was there 
a hint that the budgetary provi- 
sions were to be construed as any- 
thing except compulsory upon lo- 
cal authorities. 


Consternation reigned in court- 


houses all over the state. Forty 
one counties announced that 
i 


would 
be impossible to comply 


with the state demands for higher 
pensions without greater state aids 
The Wisconsin County Boards 'as- 
sociation, which politicians anc 
state officials have learned to re- 
spect, began looking into the mat- 
ter. 


First of all this organization hat 


a suspicion, bred by previous ex- 
perience, that the legislature mighl 
not approve the pension depart 
ment's generosity at that particular 
season of the year, and that the 
counties would be left holding the 
traditional bag. 


It asked for a clarification of the 


new policy. What would happen to 
those counties which refused to 
comply? 
INTERESTING 
ANSWERS 


The replies of the members • o 


the state pension board were re 
vealing. Its chairman, Harry Me 
Logan, Democrat replied bluntly 
that he had nothing to do with th< 
new order, and.did not sign it. H< 
intimated that the other two mem 
bers of the board have been run 
ning the department without hi 
help. A second member, Jame 
Borden, of unknown political lean 


ings, replied that counties could 
iccept the 
budgetary provisions 


when they pleased—which they 
were glad to hear—or when finan- 
cial conditions permit, which is a 
pretty elastic 
specification. The 


hird member, George M. Keith, 
did not reply. 


Keith, it will be remembered, is 


he official who disclosed 
later, 


under the prodding of McLogan in 
a curious and amusing investiga- 
ion which was something like a 
xriitical sideshow, that 
he had 


lurnisbed Gov. LaFoIlette with a 
central office list of pensioners' 
names, and added that other poli- 
ticians could get the names for 
mailing list purposes by asking 
the registers of deeds in the 71 
counties for them. 


However, the full meaning of 


the pension order was not made 
public until the 
campaign had 


nearly ended. Meanwhile hundreds 
of old-age pensioners had lined up 
at pension offices at county seats, 
some of them carrying the gover- 
nor's letter, and demanding pen- 
sion allowance increases. 


Counties soon decided to ignore 


the order, on expert advice, and 
to continue to grant pensions ac- 
cording to their financial resources.

Among 
his volunteer advisors just now are 
some friendly critics who have the 
temerity to suggest that he is talk- 
ing too much, that he will find his 
job tough enough without adding 
pledges which he may find it dif- 
ficult to carry out. 


Such suggestions, in this depart-

It should not be forgotten 
that Heil is still tremendously hap- 
py and excited about his election, 
and he has every right to be, for 
a LaFoIlette isn't beaten by an 
amateur every year.

Logically, there isn't any good 


reason why Mr. Roosevelt should 
be denied a third nomination lor 
the presidency. Whether he should 
or should not be elected is quite an- 
other question, but basically there 
is much justification for his being 
renominated. 


For one thing, there is no such 


thing as a precedent in the New 
Deal concept. History isn't particu- 
larly sacrosanct so far as the New 
Deal is concerned. The third term 
precedent is just as antiquated so 
far as the supporters of Mr. Roose- 
velt are concerned as the precedent 
which used to cause a president to 
refrain from intervening in state 
elections or congressional contests. 


Logical Nominee 


Leaving the matter of precedent 


aside. Mr. Roosevelt is, of course, 
the logical nominee. He made the 
record and he alone can stand or 
fall on it at the polls. To a remark- 
able degree, the present adminis- 
tration has been a personal govern- 
ment, so, if the people want to 
approve or disapprove that partic- 
ular form of public administration, 
they can only do it by having an 
opportunity to vote yes or no on a 
third term for Mr. Roosevelt 


It is being said quite often that 


Mr. Roosevelt is more popular than 
his party, and it has been openly 
asserted by-Messrs. Ickes and oth- 
ers in the New Deal entourage that, 
had the president been running on 
Nov. 8 last, he would have been re- 
elected. Clearly, if this is so, then 
the only way to find out what kind 
of government the American peo- 
ple want is to let them vote on this 
issue. 


Mr. Norris contends that a presi- 


dent cannot pass on his power to 
others and that, hence, the people 
voted for Republicans rather than 
Democrats, irrespective of the Roo- 
sevelt influence in this last elec- 
tion. Nobody can prove this point, 
of Vourse, but it is. nevertheless, in- 
teresting to find that, in many con- 
gressional contests, on an out-and- 
out New Deal and anti-New Deal 


fight, the'people did not support 
the administration candidate. 


Excuse for Defeat 


. But it would be most unfortunate 
if, in 1940, an election were held 
in which someone other than Mr. 
Roosevelt were the candidate of 
the Democratic party and, if said 
candidate were beaten, the cry was 
raised that the 
Democrats were 


merely unlucky in their choice of 
candidate and that 
the people 


really wanted the Roosevelt pol- 
icies sustained. 


The only way to have' a test of 


whether the Roosevelt policies are 
to be continued or discontinued is 
for Mr. Roosevelt himself to make 
the race. Republicans, to be sure; 
have nothing to say about it. They 
do not control Democratic nomina- 
tions and should have no voice in 
it whatsoever.

correspondent at Rome, has been directed 
to leave the country because of his "gen- 
erally unfriendly attitude" as reflected in 
his journalistic services.

It is barely possible that the con- 


cessions Riven the United States 
in trade with Britain and the colo- 
nies may make it easier for Ger- 
many to compete wth the U. S. in 
these markets.

Records showing that 19 per 
cent of the nation's major crimes 
are committed by persons under 21 
indicate rather a lack of training 
and responsibility by parents and 
society, he pointed out. Service 
clubs and schools can do much in 
their respective fields, he told the 
groups. 


Huge Financial Toll 


No depression was experienced 


in the field of crime, according to 
the speaker. Last year there was 
one serious crime committed every 
22 seconds during the year and it 
still costs every man, woman and 
child in the United States an aver- 
age of $120 a year per person, he 
said. 


Recent federal laws which pre- 


vent criminals from hiding behind 
state lines and the strong public 
opinion supporting their actions has 
been cause for much of the late 
success of the F.B.I., the speaker at- 
tributed. 


The long arm of the bureau ex- 


tends through every state of the 
union, Alaska and into America's 
outlying possessions, he said. There 
are 675 men in the service who can 
be mustered at an instant's notice 
to work on any single crime any- 
where. The exchange of finger- 
prints with 83 other civilized for- 
eign countries makes the escape of 
criminals 
difficult. 
Fingerprints 


are the greatest single enemy of the 
criminal and the bureau keeps more 
than 9 million on file at Washing- 
ton. 


New Laws Help 


Two new federal 
laws which 


greatly aid local and state authori- 
ties in cooperation with the F.B.I, 
make it a crime for a witness to 
leave the state to avoid testifying in 
a state case or to flee the state to 
avoid prosecution on any of a num- 
ber of felonious crimes, he in- 
formed. 


The F.B.I, enforces more than 


100 types of criminal laws, the 
speaker said. 
Of 139 kidnapings 


committed in the United States only 
two remain unsolved. A case is 


never closed until It has been solv- 
ed. Sackett declared.

Bank robbery reached its peak in 


1932 when there were 626 in the 
United .States, he said.

West, 
a sound defensive player, promptly 
put up the king and from that 
point on, declarer was struggling 
with a lost cause. Note the dilemma 
he was in. If he were to play the 
diamond ace, that would be the 
last trick he ever would get from 
dummy and nine tricks would ap- 
pear a remote chance. Under the 
circumstances, declarer's best play 
would probably be to let the dia- 
mond king hold in the hope that a 
subsequent finesse would produce 
at least two diamond tricks, by 
finding West with an original dia- 
mond holding of the king and 
queen. II this plan were adopted, 
declarer actually would make no 
diamond trick because the subse- 
quent finesse obviously would lose 
to East's queen. 


Note that if West had played low 


to the first diamond lead, the con- 
tract would have become a lay- 
down, even if East made the best 
defensive play possible of holding 
up the diamond queen. Without 
that hold-up, declarer subsequently 
could finesse against West's king 
and run four diamonds. With East 
holding up, declarer would be as- 
sured of two diamond tricks and 
these, in addition to three clubs 
three spades and one heart, would 
produce his game.

You probably have heard the old 


saying, "Nero fiddled while Rome 


turned." 
The saying cannot be 
exactly 


rue since the fiddle, or violin, was 
not 
invented 
until 
long 
after 


Zero's death. The Romans, how 
•ver, had the lyre, a small instru- 
ment of the harp type, and the 
strange emperor knew how to play 


L It is possible that he twitched 
be chords while his capital 
city 


was burning, but there is no cer- 
tain proof that he did so. All we 
may say is that ne was at times 
nsane, or nearly insane, and that 
he might have done such a thing. 


Other 
tales 
have 
gathered 


around the name of Nero, and one 
is that he, himself, ordered his ser- 
vants to set fire to Rome. This 
seatement also has no proof. Nero 
•lamed the Christians for starting 
he fire, and they, in turn, accused 
lim. 


Very likely the fire was an acci- 


dent. More than once, flames had 
spread through 
Rome, but 
the 


'ire in Nero's time was probably 
the worst of all. It lasted 
six 


days, and about two-thirds of the 
homes and public buildings were 
destroyed. 


After the firV was over. Nero 


ordered the city to be built over 
again in a better way. New build- 
ngs were set up, 
and 
broad 


straight streets took the place of 
some which had been narrow anc 
crooked. 


The emperor also ordered large 


amounts of foods to be brought in 


other parts of Italy to save 


lomeless 
people from 
starving 


for this we may give him credit 
jut at the same time he drainec 
the wealth of the empire to erec 
a grand palace for himself. 


What a palace it was! In his- 


iory it is known as the 
Golden 


House. Nothing else so large or 
so costly ever had been built in 
Rome. Here is the way a Roman 
writer described it: 


"All parts were overlaid with 


and adorned with jewels and 


Mother-of-pearl. There were din- 
ng-rooms with fretted ceilings ol 
ivory, and with panels fitted with 
pipes to sprinkle guests with per- 
fume. 


"The main dining-room was clr 


cular, and kept 
taming around 


day and night, like the 
heavens 


There were three rows of columns 
stretching ont for a mile, and (in 
the palace grounds) there was a 
lake like a sea, with woodlands. 
vineyards and buildings around It.'

House there was a statue more 
than 100 feet 
high, and
